According to M.P.E.P. §809.02 (c), an examiner's action 
subsequent to an election of species should include a complete 
action on the merits of all claims readable on the elected 
species and according to M.P.E.P. §809.02 (e), whenever a generic 
claim is found to be allowable in substance, action on the 
species claims shall thereupon be given as if the generic claim 
were allowed. Thus, if it is determined that the elected species 
is patentable, it is incumbent upon the Office to search 
additional species that fall within any allowable generic claims. 
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It is not believed. that any fee is required by the timely 
submission of this election. However, the Commissioner is hereby 
authorized to charge any under payment or credit any over payment 
of fees to Deposit Account No. 19-1345.
